There were days 
when Halloween 
wasn’t so hallowed

Black cats are often associated with Halloween, 
but, according to “Halloween Superstitions” at 
www.iackolanterns.net . in England, a white cat at 
Halloween is believed to be unlucky and blue cats in 
Russia supposedly bring good luck. 

There is a breed of cat known as “Russian Blue” 
and these are actually seen to be gray to the eyes of 
most people. Perhaps the concept of blue cats origi¬ 
nated from this breed. This website also lists snails, 
owls, and bats in conjunction with various beliefs 
associated with Halloween. 

A “History of Halloween” attributed its origins to the 
ancient Celts. Samhain, the Celtic new year celebra¬ 
tion, began on October 31st and lasted for three days 
(sometimes longer). Several other sources claim that 
Halloween had its origins in the Catholic Church. 

The word Halloween is a sort of contracted varia¬ 
tion of “All Hallows Eve” as it precedes “All Hollows 
Day" (or “All Hallowed Day”) for "All Saints Day.” One 
source points out this Catholic association with 
Halloween, but it also claims that in the fifth century 
BC in Celtic Ireland, summer officially ended on

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nounced "sow-en"), the Celtic New Year. 

According to another source, “The Celts believed 
all laws of space and time were suspended during this 
time, allowing the spirit world to intermingle with the 
living.” 

So, villagers would extinguish their fires, making 
their homes cold, dark, and undesirable, and the peo¬ 
ple would dress in strange outfits, being as destructive 
as they could, to frighten wayward spirits on the loose. 

Some other traditions intermingled with those of the 
Celts, such as Roman traditions of honoring Pomona, 
Roman goddess of fruit and trees, possibly an expla¬ 
nation for bobbing for apples on Halloween. 

The custom of Halloween was brought to America 
by Irish immigrants in the 1840's, but trick-or-treating 
is believed to have originated from a European cus¬ 
tom called “souling.” 

In the early 1960’s, the group called “Peter, Paul 
and Mary” sang about “Soul Cakes - please good mis¬ 
sus, a soul cake ...” whereby neighbors would go 
door-to-door and ask for “any good thing to make us 
all merry ...” 

The legend of the Jack’s Lantern, or Jack O' 
Lantern, is said to come from Irish folklore and is told 
in “The Tale of Jack O’ Lantern,” a read-aloud story 
from Catholic Update. 

Paraphrased; Jack grew up in a simple village, 
where he preferred to lie under a “solitary oak end¬ 
lessly whittling.” He gambled for “easy shillings” and 
“never performed a selfless act for anyone.” 

One Halloween, the story attests, the time came for 
Jack to pass on, and the devil came for him, but Jack 
played a trick, using a cross to ward off the devil and 
buy himself some extra time on earth. This continued 
for several years, but at last, Jack’s death took him by 
surprise. 

Legend says St. Peter could not admit Jack to 
heaven and Satan would not even let Jack into hell!

Agawam DPW 
offering compost 
bins at discount 

Due to the tremendous interest in composting fall 
leaves, the Agawam DPW has replenished its supply 
of 24 c.f. “Brave New Compost Bins.” 

In an effort to further stimulate the interest in com¬ 
posting and recycling, while reducing refuse tonnage 
and disposal costs to the town, the DPW will be offer¬ 
ing the compost bins at a discounted price of $22 
each. 

To obtain a compost bin, just stop by the Agawam 
DPW between 8:30 a.m.-4:40 p.m., Monday through 
Friday. Act now, supplies are limited!! 

The “Brave New Composter” is fully adjustable to 
best suit your needs. They hav a cone-shaped floor 
and cover, which provide air and moisture to the com¬ 
posting material, requiring a minimum of maintenance 
while producing compost in about three months. It is 
made in Massachusetts from 100 percent post-con¬ 
sumer recycled plastic. 

The compost bins help hold in heat and moisture, 
keep animals out, and look more attractive than open 
compost heaps. Leaves will start to turn to compost in 
the bins in three to six months. 

Compost, known as “black gold” to gardeners, 
replenishes nutrients in the soil, helps retain moisture, 
makes the soil easy to work, and helps plants resist 
disease. At the same time, turning your leaves, 
kitchen scraps and soiled paper to compost can 
reduce your garbage by as much as 50 percent! 

Fall leaves are an important ingredient to a com¬ 
post pile. Without them, a compost pile may become 
too wet and create odors. 

Fall is a great time to start composting because 
the leaves are abundantly available. During the rest of 
the year, compostable food scraps and grass clip¬ 
pings can be mixed into the leaves, where they will 
decompose odortessly. 

Questions about composting can be answered by 
Tracy DeMaio, Agawam’s Recycling Coordinator, by 
calling 786-0400, ext.

“Down By The Old Mill Stream” is a song from the 
days when families gathered around the piano and 
sang on a Sunday afternoon. It is an all-time favorite

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“sing-along,” and has survived the test of time to still 
be heard frequently in barbershop quartet programs. 

Agawam is not known for being a “mill town,” but in 
its early history had a number of mills that were 
prominent on the local landscape. Edith LaFrancis 
devotes 14 pages in her “History of Agawam” book to 


the subject of mills. 

"Manufacturing sprung up wherever a stream could 
furnish power. The first products were flour, lumber, 
and cloth. In Feeding Hills, Pond Brook and Filer’s 
Brook powered grist mills. 

Our largest stream, Three Mile Brook, produced 
enough power for several mills along its branches 
beginning with a saw mill in 1664. In 1970, Daniel 
Leonard built a grist mill where Pond Brook flows from 
Leonard’s Pond.” 

The 2002 town calendar (put out by the 
Sesquicentennial Committee) includes a picture of the 
Agawam Woolen Mill on Elm Street. There has been 
a mill on Elm Street since Justus and Calvin Bedortha 
established one there in the early 1800s. This com¬ 
plex still stands and is now home to several business¬ 
es. 

The 2003 calendar, which has just gone on sale, 
includes a picture of the Worthy Paper Mill that was 
located on Walnut and River Streets. The mill operat¬ 
ed on the banks of the Agawam River from 1871 until 
the 1930s. It was destroyed by fire in 1975. 

"Down By The Old Mill Stream” is another one of 
the songs that will be presented at the Coliseum 
Spectacular Concert/Pageant/Sing-Along at the 
Eastern States Exposition during May of 2005 as part 
of the celebration of the Town of Agawam’s 150th year 
of incorporation and marking 370 years since the first 
house was built in Feeding Hills.

De-stressing 

De-stressing - sounds great, doesn’t it? With every¬ 
thing you have to do, how can you possibly find this 
inner peace that everyone talks about? Age does 
have its advantages and taking advice from someone 
who has been there is the easiest, yet hardest, thing 
to do. We all seem to have to find it for ourselves, and 
only when we are ready. Here are a few hints to help 
you balance out your stressful day. 

Think healthy mind and healthy body. Positive 
thinking is a great place to start. Know that you are an 
important person to yourself first. Want to project your 
best image to the world? Wake up and say good 
morning to yourself. Laugh at your image in the mirror 
and wash your face. Follow your morning routine and 
make time for a healthy breakfast. Eating nutritious 
organic and whole foods will give you tremendous 
energy. Select foods that are fiber rich to keep your 
blood sugar stable and give your body a steady 
source of energy. A heavy schedule can deplete your 
energy levels, so make breakfast the most important 
meal. Try different combinations of whole grain cere¬ 
al, milk, peanut butter, eggs, and yogurt along with 
fruits and vegetables. Limit refined white flour prod¬ 
ucts and go easy on the coffee. Drink pure juices 
instead of fruit juices. This will help your mind and 
body perform at optimal levels. 

Think about the foods you choose during the day. 
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Prepare healthy nibble foods, such as raw veggies 
and fruits with organic dip. Never skip lunch or pack in 
a large meal in a short time.

Starting the morning and ending the 
evening with a full body stretch is so exhilarating! I lie 
in bed and starting with my toes, I slowly stretch while 
concentrating on each part of my body until I have 
stretched to the top of my head. Concentrate on 
breathing, also. What a great way to start and end the 
day. 

The heart beats an average of 72 times per minute, 
about 100,000 times every 24 hours, creating an elec¬ 
tromagnetic wave that vibrates every cell in the body. 
This “wave" is said to be measured up to four feet 
away from the body, explaining why we can feel “good 
vibes” and “bad vibes.”

Hypocrisy in the Church 

Among people who are adverse to attending 
church, one of their chief complaints is that churches 
are populated by hypocrites. That view is reinforced 
whenever a scandal in the Church becomes a matter 
of public information. It may surprise some of these 
people to know that Jesus Christ Himself shared the 
same types of concerns about churches in His day. 

Then said Jesus to the crowds and to his disci¬ 
ples, ‘The scribes and the Pharisees sit on 
Moses’ seat; so practice and observe whatever 
they tell you, but not what they do; for they 
preach, but do not practice. They bind heavy bur¬ 
dens, hard to bear, and lay them on men’s shoul¬ 
ders; but they themselves will not move them with 
their finger. ” 

While Jesus certainly had harsh words for hypocrit¬ 
ical church leaders, it is important to notice that He did 
not think or say that meant people had an excuse for 
abandoning the faith. Jesus was able to differentiate 
between the truth that the church represents and the 
failure of some church leaders to obey the truth they 
represent themselves. “So practice and observe 
whatever they tell you, but not what they do; for 
they preach, but do not practice.” 

One of the things that unites people of every 
description, whether male or female, whatever their 
skin color, regardless of national origin, is that all peo¬ 
ple sin. The Bible says, the sins of some people are 
obvious; the sins of others trail behind them. What 
makes people different in the area of sin is how we 
handle it. Have we confessed our need to be forgiv¬ 
en? Have we accepted God’s remedy for our sin? Do 
we try not to sin anymore? Or do we sin with reckless 
abandon? 

It is important that we not let other people’s sins 
become the cause of our own downfall. This can hap¬ 
pen in one of two ways. One way we can allow some¬ 
body else’s sin to bring us down is to imitate it. We 
might think that because a person we look up to does 
something that is wrong, it is somehow okay if we do 
it too. It is not. 

Another way that someone else's sin can undo us 
is if we turn away from the faith ourselves because of 
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it. It is said that Gandhi once said that he would 
become a Christian, were it not for the hypocrisy he 
observed in the Christians he knew. The fact of the 
matter is that there has only been one perfect 
Christian: Jesus Christ. Rather than focus on the fail¬ 
ings of a prominent person in the Church, we’d be bet¬ 
ter off focusing on that one perfect Christian. 

Jesus went on to speak about why some people, 
even church leaders, become prone to hypocrisy. He 
said, “They do all their deeds to be seen by men; 
for they make their phylacteries broad and their 
fringes long, and they love the place of honor at 
feasts and the best seats in the synagogues, and 
salutations in the market places, and being called 
rabbi by men." 

According to Jesus, people can become prone to 
hypocrisy when prestige and power goes to their 
heads. Today, we might say “there is a danger in 
believing your own press releases.” Someone wisely 
said that “reputation is what people think of us, while 
character is what God thinks of us." 

Jesus not only diagnosed one of the causes of 
hypocrisy in the Church, He also offered some very 
practical solutions. “But you are not to be called 
rabbi, for you have one teacher, and you are all 
brethren. And call no man your father on earth, for 
you have one Father, who is in heaven. Neither be 
called masters, for you have one master, the 
Christ. He who is greatest among you shall be 
your servant; whoever exalts himself will be hum¬ 
bled, and whoever humbles himself will be exalt¬ 
ed.” 

If one of the causes of hypocrisy in the Church is 
human pride, one of the antidotes would be humility. 
The best example any Christian could emulate for this 
purpose would be Jesus Himself. 

The Bible challenges us: Do nothing from self¬ 
ishness or conceit, but in humility count others 
better than yourselves. Let each of you look not 
only to his own interests, but also to the interests 
of others. Have this mind among yourselves, 
which is yours in Christ Jesus, who, though He 
was in the form of God, did not count equality with 
God a thing to be grasped, but emptied Himself, 
taking the form of a servant, being born in the like¬ 
ness of men. And being found in human form He 
humbled Himself and became obedient unto 
death, even death on a cross. Therefore God has 
highly exalted Him and bestowed on Him the 
name which is above every name, that at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, in heaven and on 
earth and under the earth, and every tongue con¬ 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father.

People eagerly pay $58 for a bogus Rolex watch. They buy imitation Gucci shoes, Fendi 
clothing, and Chanel wallets for a fraction of the prices charged for the real thing. Scuffles often 
break out as shoppers struggle for the most popular goods. 

What a commentary on man's tendency to value outward appearance more than reality! 
We pay big money to have the right label and "look," even if the merchandise is not authentic. 

This tendency can also be seen in spiritual matters. In Matthew 6, Jesus condemned the 
Pharisees for their hypocrisy. They did good deeds (v.2), prayed (v.5), and fasted (v. 16i to create 
an appearance of being devoted to God. They seemed genuine, but their hearts were far from 
Him. 

The solution to hypocrisy is found in the prayer Jesus taught His disciples (w.9-13). As 
we pray it sincerely, we will stop faking it and get real with God. -DCM

The plaintiff was ultimately diagnosed as suffering 
a torn retinaculum, a tom lunotriquetral ligament, and 
a partial tear of her ulnar collateral ligament, requiring 
two surgeries to repair. 

Incident-related medical expenses totaled approxi¬ 
mately $13,343.00. The case settled for $135,000.00.

PRE-RETIRED INVESTORS 

For individuals in their 50s and nearing retirement, 
it is important to strike a balance between investing 
aggressively to make up for possible recent losses 
and for longer life expectancies and more years in 
retirement, and preserving your accumulated wealth 
conservatively. 

However, because of ongoing market losses, this 
balancing act has become more and more challeng¬ 
ing. For pre-retired investors: 

* Don’t ignore inflation. 

Remember how much more $20 used to buy? By 
the time you retire, it will be worth even less. Inflation 
is the rate at which your money depreciates. 

To outpace inflation, be sure your portfolio contains 
the appropriate allocation of higher-yielding invest¬ 
ments such as stocks and stock mutual funds. 

* If accounts are down, catch up. 

The “catch-up" provisions in the 2002 tax law can 
help pre-retirees save more money for retirement. 
Employees 50 and older can save an additional 
$1,000 in their 401 (k), 403(b), or 457 plans in 2002, 
on top of the new $11,000 contribution limit for all 
workers. 

That catch-up amount increases by $1,000 per 
year until 2006, when these employees can stash 
$20,000 in their workplace plan. Older workers can 
and should also make much more generous IRA 
investments. 

The maximum 2002 contribution to all types of 
IRAs went from $2,000 to $3,000. (An additional 
catch-up contribution of $500 is allowed for those 
ages 50 and older.) 

* Hold assets in many segments of the market. 

Investors approaching retirement should have an 
investment mix that will give them the ability to keep 
the purchasing power of their assets ahead of infla¬ 
tion while providing protection from future market set¬ 
backs. Review your portfolio and make sure it is 
properly balanced.

When your child has Anorexia Nervosa: 


recognizing the signs and symptoms 

According to The Diagnostic and Statistical 
Manual of Mental Disorders, Fourth Edition, the 
Diagnostic Criteria for Anorexia Nervosa 
includes: 


Refusal to maintain body weight for age and 
height. 

* Intense fears of gaining weight or becoming fat, 
even though underweight. 

* Disturbance in the way in which one's body 
weight or shape is experienced, undue influence of 
body weight or shape on self-evaluation, or denial of 
the seriousness of the current low body weight. 

* Absence of at least three consecutive menstrual 
cycles. 

Possible Causes 

Although definitive answers are not yet available, 
possible causes include genetic dispositions, child¬ 
hood trauma, or the death of a significant family mem¬ 
ber. In order to cope with the stress of such events, 
the adolescent may substitute harmful eating disorder 
behaviors as a defense mechanism. More important¬ 
ly, mass media such as magazines, television, and 
music videos are considered one of the sociocultural 
factors that set the stage for the onset of negative 
body image, harmful dieting methods, and eating dis¬ 
orders (Piran et al, 1999). Additional messages are 
transmitted through the diet industry. In this billion dol- 
lar-a-year industry, loosely monitored sales of diet 
aides to minors are on the rise, as well as the access 
to weight loss programs, which publicize unrealistic 
weight loss expectations. 

Treatment Options and Recovery 

If you suspect your child of having an eating disor¬ 
der, seek treatment immediately. Recovery time is sig¬ 


nificantly reduced the earlier the disorder is 
addressed. Know that eating disorders are most suc¬ 
cessfully treated from a multi-disciplinary team 
approach. Typically, this team should include: 

* A medical doctor to provide medical care, includ¬ 
ing routine blood work and weight monitoring. 

* An individual psychotherapist such as a social 
worker, psychologist, and/or psychiatrist who is 
knowledgeable in eating disorders. He or she will 
address underlying emotional issues that have mani¬ 
fested and contributed to the onset of the disorder. In 
addition, they may provide family support for parents 
and siblings coping with their loved one’s eating dis¬ 
order behaviors. 

* A therapeutic eating disorder peer-support group 
is also a valuable component to treatment. Groups 
provide emotional support for the client and offer in 
addition to individual therapy, strategies on how to 
address issues surrounding food, weight, social inter¬ 
actions, and family dynamics. 

* A dietician to provide nutritional counseling to fur¬ 
ther educate the client on the benefits of healthy eat¬ 
ing, cooking, shopping, and overall general nutrition. 

Remember that eating disorders do not discrimi¬ 
nate. Regardless of socio-economic status, religion or 
ethnicity, an eating disorder can surface in almost any 
adolescent. With prompt attention, and accessible 
treatment, recovery is possible. It is also important to 
recognize the recovery is different for everyone, and it 
occurs at different rates of speed. With a knowledge¬ 
able team of clinicians, recovery can range from six 
months to several years with follow-up care on an out¬ 
patient basis or, in some instances, with a brief hospi¬ 
talization. It is important that your child feel comfort¬ 
able with his or her clinicians, and is able to build a 
trusting relationship with them. As with most childhood 
issues, healthy communication is key, and by devel¬ 
oping these skills, communication will be the catalyst 
for your child to succeed in beating a disorder that 
could be potentially fatal.

Simple strengthening exercises 
for the low back 


Last week, we discussed two simple stretches that 
were great for the low back - the knee-to-chest and 
the hamstring stretch. 

This week, we’re going to discuss two simple exer¬ 
cises to help strengthen the low back. One is very 
simple - the pelvic tilt. This exercise is great to relieve 
tension in the lower back area, tighten your buttock 
muscles and, at the same time, tighten the abdominal 
muscles. This exercise will strengthn the muscles so 
that you are able to sit and stand with good posture. 

Lie on your back and bend both knees. Tighten 
your buttock muscles and at the same time, tighten 
the abdominal muscles to flatten your low back 
against the floor. Hold this tension for five to eight 
seconds, then relax. Repeat two to three times. 

The next exercise is the leg raise. This simple exer¬ 
cise is great for strengthening the low back muscles. 
Lie on your stomach. Tighten abdominal muscles to 
help support the low back. Keep the legs straight. 
Raise one leg approximately two to four inches off the 
floor, hold three to five seconds, relax. Repeat with 
the other leg. This exercise can also be performed 
raising both legs at the same time. 

These two strengthening exercises are very sim¬ 
ple, yet effective. They should be performed at least 
two times per day, once in the morning and once in 
the evening. Just before bed and upon awakening are 
good times to remember to do these. If you would like 
more information regarding these stretcf.es, please 
contact our office.

Egyptologist Mark Lehner will appear at the Public 
Forum Series on Wednesday, November 6th with a 
slide presentation and talks on the pyramids.

The author of many publications, in 
1999, Lehner received the American Archaeology 
Book Award for his Complete Pyramids , in recognition 
of its impact on the direction and character of archeo¬ 
logical research.

Simple yet delectable meatloaf... 

It’s funny how some of the most simple foods are 
the ones that we tend to crave year after year. When 
I was a kid, we would have meatloaf a lot. It was okay 
on the night we had the meatloaf for supper, but I 
never really cared for it until the second day when it 
was cold. 

Everybody wants it as a hot meal served with 
mashed potatoes and gravy. Some always cook a 
meatloaf with a can of tomato soup on top or ketchup. 
The tomato soup is okay, but I do not care for the 
ketchup. 

How I like meatloaf is the next day for lunch. I like 
to make sandwiches with day-old meatloaf that’s 
sliced thin and served on plain old Wonder Bread 
along with sliced onions and mayonnaise (or Miracle 
Whip if you have it). I had these sandwiches at school 
for lunch a lot, and it always brings back memories. 

My best friend Andrew had these half-sour pickles 
which he used to trade me for half a sandwich. There 
was this annoying blonde girl who always said, “Ooh, 

I hate meatloaf; I would laugh and chew in her direc¬ 
tion while Andy would stick his tongue out at her. 

Here’s a pretty good meatlaof recipe. Take 2 parts 
ground beef, 1 part ground pork - 1 LB. total. Add 4 
eggs, 1/2 C chopped onion, salt & pepper to taste, 
and a pinch of parsley. NO bread crumbs; I use white 
bread slices (4 of them), and I soak them in water for 
just a minute or so (then squeeze out most of the 
water). 

You can add more herbs or vegetables, but I think 
it’s overkill. I do not add any cheese because I am not 
making meatbatts, \'m making meatloaf. 

I pour one can of tomato soup and a 1/2 can of 
cream of mushroom soup. Bake at 350 degrees until 
the meat is done, and then turn off the heat; the heat 
that is in the “loaf will allow the meatloaf to cook com¬ 
pletely without overcooking. Cover the top with plastic 
wrap, and the next day make your sandwiches. 

You know what? I’m hungry ... I think I will go make 
me a meatloaf sandwich. 

Remember, it is not the food or drink that’s most 
important, but the company you keep.

Last spring, seventh- and eighth-grade art students 
at Agawam Junior High helped create a sculpture 
working under the direction of artist Nora Valdez. 
These students, in the art classes of Deb Florek and 
Andrew Kraus, worked to make a limestone carving 
that they knew would become one of several perma¬ 
nent art displays at the school. 

Nora Valdez is an Argentine artist working and 
exhibiting since 1977. In 1985, she moved to 
Zaragoza, Spain, where she started working in marble 
at the “Matadero,” a sculptors’ studio funded by the 
city of Zaragoza. In 1986, she moved to the Boston 
area. Nora has shown her work at the Fuller Museum 
of Art, the DeCordova Museum, the Artists’ 
Foundation, Mobius, the Harbor Gallery at UMass, the 
Institute of Contemporary Art, the Boston Center for 
the Arts, the Danforth Museum, and other venues. 

In 1997, Nora worked in Austin, Texas teaching at 
the Elisabet Ney Sculpture Conservatory and the 
Austin Museum of Art. She moved to Jeykll Island, 
Georgia in 1999, where she began developing work in 
conjunction with the environment. This culminated in 
the Driftwood Beach Project, a two-day

installation/performance piece on the beach, followed 
by a month-long show at the Jekyll Island Museum 
and a comprehensive video documentary. 

At the end of 2000, Nora moved back to New 
England. Her largest project, the sculpture installation

spiritual journeys. She completed a mural for the 
Manhan Rail Trail in Easthampton. She is the recipi¬ 
ent of the 2002 Artist Fellowship Grant from the 
Springfield Cultural Council. 

Students were given this opportunity to work with 
Nora with monies that the Junior High PTO sponsored 
through the Art Department. 

Students came up with the concept for the stone 
carving. Nora instructed and demonstrated using the 
tools and techniques for students to work with. The 
stone carving is on display in the lobby of the Junior 
High.

Well, you guessed it. One day, changing the truth 
to serve his needs came back to haunt him. Mom had 
shown up at school to drop something off for him and 
had bumped into one of his teachers, who informed 
Mom that Bill had been slacking off and was not doing 
well in her class. Frankly, the teacher was concerned. 
She had sent a note home, but had never heard from 
Mom. 

Of course, Mom had never received the note. After 
all, Bill was afraid of reprisals and figured he would be 
able to recoup his grade and no one would be the 
wiser. He simply had told his folks that school was 
super, his grades were good, and all was well at AHS. 

Well, he and I talked about lying. We talked about 
how lying leads to not being trusted. His parents 
couldn’t trust him because they didn't know if what Bill 
was telling them he did was based on fact or fiction. 
What to do? 

Clearly, Bill had to mend his way, but then, too, so 
did his parents. They had made things so difficult for 
Bill when he was truthful, that Bill had decided to lie to 
escape their wrath. So, a meeting was held with Bill 
and his parents. 

Once everyone was in my office, I elicited from Bill 
that he had lied to his parents on occasion and then 
prodded him to tell them why. His parents looked 
aghast. They seemed to have no idea that they had 
come down on him so hard, and that by doing so they 
had forced his hand into lying. They felt all kids need¬ 
ed boundaries, and when they found out that Bill had 
crossed those boundaries, then wasn’t it fair that he 
be punished? 

I explained to them that, in theory, I agreed with 
them, but “punished” is a harsh word. “Discussion” is 
a much better one. If they asked Bill to be truthful, 
then shouldn’t they reward that truthfulness by listen¬ 
ing to him, giving him a chance to share his side, and 
to coming up with a reasonable consequence for his 
actions? In that way, they would be encouraging him 
to be honest, they would not be yelling at him, they 
would be telling him that his actions were not right, 
and (along with Bill) they would try to rectify the situa¬ 
tion. 

You know, we are all human beings; we all make 
mistakes. And that’s okay, but we need to learn from 
our mistakes. We need to be able to discuss our mis¬ 
takes, own up to them without fear of reprisals, and 
then conduct ourselves in a manner that will negate 
those mistakes from happening in the future. 

To lie or not to lie ... that’s really not the question. 
To listen and help, that should be what one is con¬ 
cerned with. Then, to lie or not to lie would not even 
be a consideration.

66 §enior Night" huge as Agawam High 
boys’ soccer puts away Amherst Regional, 4-2 


The seven seniors of the Agawam High boys’ var¬ 
sity soccer team accomplished their goal on Monday 
evening (October 28th). 

Being “Senior Night,” the Brownies were searching 
for a big win, as it was their last appearance on 
Harmon Smith Field. After the ceremonies honoring 
Chris Holl, Ryan Trexler, Mike McGeoghan, Paul 
Lagasse, and captains Dave Bienia, Greg Cizek, and 
Paul Pilegi, the boys avenged their earlier-season 
loss to Churchill-Moriarty Division leader Amherst 
Regional in a hard-fought, 4-2 victory. 

The boys advanced to 11-5-2 and finished second 
in the Churchill-Moriarty league with a record of 6-2-1.

AHS girls’ soccer draws home game 
versus Ludlow as fourth seed 


is it deja-vu all over again for the Agawam High 
girls' soccer team, the defending Division I Western 
Mass, champs? 

A year ago, Coach Laura Wray-Ramos and her 
charges were anxiously awaiting word from the tour¬ 
nament committee about where their 10-4-4 overall 
record and second-place finish in the Kurty-Fielding 
Division would land them (after a one-win, very-few- 
goals-scored season in 2000). 

The tournament committee’s answer was fourth 
seed, and the rest is for the history books. 

A year later, it's an identical 10-4-4 and another 
second place in the Kurty-Fielding Division. The 
Brownies would have much preferred their pre-sea- 
son projection as the division’s top team, something 
that a surprising 13-3-2 Minnechaug team earned 
instead. 


At presstime, the Brownies received a fourth seed 
and a home game on Tuesday evening, November 
5th, in the Division I quarterfinals against an unex¬ 
pected foe - fifth-seeded Ludlow, a team that was 
ranked higher than the Brownies for most of the sea¬ 
son in the weekly “Fab Five" Poll. 

AHS tied Ludlow 1-1 on Saturday evening, 
September 27th. The two schools met in the semi¬ 
finals a year ago at Szot Park and the Brownies pre¬ 
vailed, 2-1. 

The tournament selection committee pulled a few 
surprises by seeding Minnechaug as the top seed, 
and Taconic of Pittsfield (who plays a much weaker 
schedule than the teams down in these parts) as num¬ 
ber two. Cathedral received the number three nod, 
despite playing the toughest schedule of any Division

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Federico blasted one from 20 yards out into the upper 
left-hand corner to increase the lead by two. 

Amherst pressured the Brownies’ goal for the 
remainder of the first half, but the tough defensive 
play of Bienia and the rest of the fullbacks denied the 
Hurricanes' offense. 

Entering the second half, the Brownies led 3-1 and 
with the support of the large partisan crowd behind 
them, they were looking to expand that lead. The 
boys attempted to do just that, as they kept the pres¬ 
sure on the Hurricanes' goalkeeper. Midfielder Greg 
Cizek had a scoring opportunity early into the half off 
of a long throw-in from Bienia, but Amherst’s keeper 
came up with a big save.

A tip by the goalie was 
nothing, as Paul Pilegi cleaned up and smacked it into 
the back of the net, making the score 4-2, Agawam. 

The Brownies continued to dominate the rest of the 
game, keeping the ball out of harm’s way. Not until 
there were 11:15 remaining did Amherst even have 
an opportunity at scoring. The shot ricocheted off the 
crossbar, and the quick Agawam defense cleared it 
before there was any time for a rebound. 

As time expired, the seven seniors saw themselves 
earn a much-deserved victory as their last perform¬ 
ance on Brownie turf.

And Ludlow - receiving a fifth seed and forced to 
play on the road in the quarterfinals - certainly was an 
unexpected twist. The Brownies were keeping their 
fingers crossed that they, not Taconic, would receive 
the fourth seed, thereby keeping Agawam in town 
instead of making the long road trip to Pittsfield 
against an unknown opponent. 

Now, the Brownies are facing a foe they know all 
too well - but it's also an opponent they played well 
against in late September over there. 

If the Brownies can survive the quarterfinal, it 
establishes a potential semi-final showdown vs. 
Minnechaug, who will be the clear favorite over the 
eighth seed. 

But the semis are miles away at presstime. Ludlow, 
a very skilled team, stands in the way. 

Can the Brownies repeat? 

The 2002 team is a different one than the team that 
stunned the area’s soccer pundits by going through 
West Springfield, Ludlow, and Westfield on its cele¬ 
brated ride to the Western Mass, title, the school’s first 
since 1989. 

Defending a title is often more difficult than winning 
one. Before the season, Wray-Ramos said everyone 
would be taking aim at the Brownies, and she was 
right. 

Still, the Brownies have plenty going for them at the 
tournament’s outset. After dropping Springfield 
Central at cold and windy Harmon Smith Field on 
Tuesday (October 29th) to end the regular season, it 
marked their third shutout in four games. Since a 1-1 
tie vs. Minnechaug on September 27th, the Brownies 
captured eight of their final 12 games, tied three, and 
only lost to Minnechaug on Columbus Day for an 8-1- 
3 run. 

Since the Minnechaug loss, AHS has gone six 
straight without a loss (4-0-2). The October 22nd, 2-2 
tie vs. Amherst Regional during this string was a gift to 
the home Hurricanes. A so-called handball in the box 
(in the waning minutes) prevented AHS from a well- 
deserved road victory at a place where it’s never easy 
to play. 

The Brownies are also a veteran team going into 
the tourney, with their returning players the same 
ones who starred in their Western Mass, ride in 2001. 
This includes All-Scholastic senior center-midfielder 
Kaitlin Sardella, the team’s leading scorer in the tour¬ 
ney and the tournament’s runner-up most valuable 
player; All-Scholastic junior goalie Meg Gloster 
(shutout in championship game); All-Scholastic soph¬ 
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omore striker Tiffany Manzi (winning goal in the cham¬ 
pionship game); stopper (now senior sweeper) 
Danielle Cirillo (anchored backline with her speed and 
ball skills); sophomore forward Elyse Davilli (currently 
injured, scored 10 points in 2002); sophomore full¬ 
back Lauren Peltier (who performed like a senior in 
the tournament); senior midfielder Meghan Brown 
(scored winning goal in 2-1 semi-final verdict over 
Ludlow); junior fullback Laura Pedersen, and All-State 
striker Amanda Janik (led Kurty-Fielding Division in 
scoring in 2001 - 10 goals/12 assists overall). 

Add outstanding freshman fullback Kara Powell to 
the mix (she plays like a polished veteran), and the 

Brownies shouldn’t go away easily. 

★ * ★ 

On Tuesday, the locals completely dominated 
Central, pouring 26 shots on goal to end the regular 
season with the 3-0 shutout. 

Janik tallied a goal and an assist, giving her 10 
goals and nine assists on the season, good for her 
second straight Kurty-Division scoring title. Manzi, the 
division's leading goal-scorer with 13, finished one 
point behind with 18 points (13 goals/5 assists). 

The Brownies received goals from junior striker 
Adrienne Bordowski (fourth goal) and sophomore 
midfielder Jessica Lalli (first varsity goal). Sardella 
and Powell overwhelmed Central in the center-mid¬ 
field, as Brown was sent to the back by Wray-Ramos 
to cover Powell’s usual fullback spot. Brown did a 
commendable job. 

Agawam also received another solid performance 
at sweeper from Cirillo, and Peltier performed at her 
usual high level in front of Cirillo. Gloster coasted to 
her sixth shutout and was relieved by sophomore 
Stacie Boisvert with about 12 minutes to go. Besides 
Janik, assists went to Brown and midfielder Tory 
Lyons.

In the easy, 3-0 win over West Side last Thursday 
(October 24th), the Brownies held a huge territorial 
advantage. The team was riding the emotions of 
"Senior Night,” where Brown, Cirillo, and Sardella 
were all honored before game-time with gifts and bal¬ 
loons. 

The two seniors played pivotal roles in the winning 
goal only two minutes and some change into the 
game. Sardella cruised through the middle and sent a 
through ball that caught Janik’s foot and flicked to 
Brown, sending her in all alone for the score. Manzi 
and Bordowski added second-half goals, as the 
Brownies had West Side completely pinned in its own 
end for large chunks of the clock.

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AHS girls’ volleyball 
at 11-7; awaiting 
tournament seeding

Over the last seven years, the sport of volleyball 
has grown in popularity at a very rapid pace. During 
the 1995-1996 school year, nearly 13,000 high 
schools nationwide fielded girls teams, with 357,576 
girls representing those schools. 

The following year, the number of girls participating 
in volleyball jumped to 370,957. All 50 states had girls 
playing on volleyball teams, and it was the third most 
popular sport among girls (after basketball and track 
and field). Approaching the end of the 2002 season, 
the demand for girls’ high school volleyball is greater 
than it’s ever been. 

The Agawam High School varsity girls' team has 
qualified for the Division II tournament for its second 
consecutive year. They will begin tournament play 
with a record of 11-7, and are looking to be the sixth 
seed amongst a group of nine teams. 

Pat Demers returned this year as the coach for the 
varsity girls, entering her fifth season with Agawam. 
Assisting her each day during practice is Amanda 
Brown, the MVP and All-Scholastic First Team mem¬ 
ber of the 2001 team. Last year, Demers had her most 
successful season yet, as she led her team to the 
tournament with a record of 14-7. Agawam was seed¬ 
ed fourth in the tournament, only to be eliminated by 
Minnechaug in the semi-finals. Agawam finished the 
2001 season with a record of 14-9. 

Demers has been involved with coaching for over 
15 years, and has also served as an international 
scorekeeper. During much of that time, she coached 
high school boys. It wasn’t until 1998 that she came 
to Agawam to coach the girls’ team. In her first sea¬ 
son with the Brownies’ organization, Agawam ended 
the year with a record of 4-11. The following year, the 
number of games played increased, and they finished 
8-11. The 2000 season was by far the toughest for 
Demers and her team, as they struggled to end with 
a disappointing record of 4-16. Last year was 
Agawam’s breakthrough year. 

“We are facing much stronger programs this year,” 
said Demers. “The other players are more seasoned

Brownies diffuse Bombers, 20-0

When the Agawam High football Brownies took the 
field last Friday night (October 25th) at nippy but clear 
Harmon A. Smith Field, there seemed to be a sense 
of urgency for a mid-season victory over Westfield. 

The Brownies, who had lost their last game against 
the undefeated Holyoke Purple Knights, were enter¬ 
ing this match-up with a less-than-flattering record of 
2-4. The Westfield Bombers also suffered from a los¬ 
ing record of 2-4, and were hopeful that their offense 
would produce. Unfortunately for the Bombers, 
Agawam did not make scoring easy. In fact, they 
made it downright impossible in a convincing, 20-0 
victory - Agawam’s second shutout of the fall (the first 
was the opener versus Chicopee Comp) before a 
good crowd. 

On the opening kickoff, Westfield’s Mike Hansen 
had an explosive return of 65 yards, giving the 
Bombers great field position for their first drive of the 
game. The Agawam defense played fiercely, however, 
and forced Westfield to turn the ball over on downs. 

With the ball for the first time, Agawam failed to 
make any forward progress, and after a quick three 
and out, gave the ball back to Westfield. 

Westfield began its second possession with a pro¬ 
ductive drive using running back Phill Choe to pick up 
some decent yards and a first down. Just as the 
offense started to heat up, Agawam’s secondary 
came alive, and Tony Carestia came away with the 
first interception of the game. 

The Westfield turnover gave the Brownies the ball 
on their own 26-yard line. From there, they pieced 
together a succession of positive gains and first 
downs, but against a tough Bomber defense, Agawam 
had to settle for a field goal attempt. Sophomore 
Kevin Bienia’s kick fell short. 

As the final seconds of the first quarter ticked away, 
Agawam hit Westfield for a loss of 10 yards with a 
sack on Bomber quarterback Brian Plante. 
Responsible for the defensive pressure was line¬ 
backer and team co-captain Mike Locke. The 
Brownies’ defense showed good intensity and erupt¬ 
ed with its second sack of the drive by senior Mike 
Piccin, forcing the Bombers to once again give up 
possession (this time on their own 11-yard line). 
Agawam had seven sacks on the night. 

Agawam approached the line of scrimmage with its 
best opportunity to score early. Quarterback Joe Clark 
completed a pass to Andrew Wakelee, good for 10 
yards and a first and goal spot on the ball. 

On the next snap, Clark kept the ball on a quarter¬ 
back sneak play, and hustled through the line into the 
endzone for the easy six. Bienia’s extra point put the 
Brownies on the board, 7-0. 

The offensive rhythm continued for Agawam on its 
next possession. On second down and a long 20 
yards to go, Clark connected with Bryan LaChapelle 
for a huge pick-up of 44 yards through the air. Ryan 
Lottermoser, who had 18 yards rushing and 55 yards 
receiving, ran the ball up the middle for an eight-yard 
gain. This put the ball on Westfield’s 12-yard line and 
gave the Brownies another chance in the red zone. 

The ball was snapped, and again it was Clark on 
the keeper. Clark took the ball around the outside and 
into the endzone for his second rushing touchdown of 
the game and his eighth of the season. 

After making it a two-score game, Agawam

attempted an onside kick but failed to recover the ball. 
The Bombers took possession on their own 40-yard 
line late in the first half. 

The Agawam defense poured it on, forcing 
Westfield into a frenzied attempt to move the ball 
upfield. Locke, with help from nose tackle Alex 
Ellsworth, once again put QB Brian Plante on his 
backside for a loss of six yards. Locke had five of the 
Brownies’ seven sacks, and eight tackles in all. 

Agawam began its next drive at midfield. Clark, 
rolling out to his right, threw the ball into the hands of 
the defense, causing a turnover that gave Westfield 
the chance to score with 39 seconds left in the second 
quarter. With not much time, the Bombers continued 
to struggle with a lackluster series of offensive plays. 
Despite the futile attempts by Plante, Westfield was 
driven back with two consecutive sacks as time ran 
out. 

In the third quarter, the Bombers still could not put 
up any numbers. Plante failed to complete a single 
pass due to the constant blitzing of the Brownies. 
Agawam kept Plante's accuracy at 50 percent for the 
night, completing 5-10 attempts for only 69 yards. He 
also threw two interceptions. 

Clark threw his second interception of the night late 
in the third, but unable to capitalize on yet another 
Agawam mistake, Westfield had to punt it away. The 
punt took a healthy Westfield bounce, sticking the 
Brownies deep in their own territory. 

On the very next play, Agawam fumbled the ball 
which was recovered by Westfield on the 26-yard line. 
Four plays later, Clark, showing some talent on the 
defensive side of the ball in the secondary (where he 
was First Team All-Scholastic in 2001), came away 
with an interception. Clark ran it back nearly 70 yards 
for a touchdown, but due to an Agawam penalty, the 
ball was brought all the way back. 

Agawam relied heavily on its running game in the 
fourth quarter. Piccin gained 48 yards in eight carries, 
averaging six yards per carry. On second and four, 
Clark dropped back and launched a pass to Andrew 
Wakelee for 28 yards and the first down. This set up 
Mike Piccin for a five-yard touchdown run. Bienia’s 
extra-point attempt was blocked. 

Westfield got the ball back with little time and little 
hope. The Brownie defense totally dominated the 
Bombers even into the last seconds of the game. 
They came away with an interception that hammered 
the final nail into the Bombers' coffin, as Agawam 
kneeled on the ball and let time run out. Agawam fin¬ 
ished with a much-needed win and left Westfield with 
a quiet bus ride home, shutting them out with a final 
score of 20-0. 

Despite his two interceptions, QB Joe Clark threw 
with 60 percent accuracy, completing 7-12 attempts 
for 140 yards in the air. Clark also rushed for 49 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

Agawam will host Cathedral this Friday, November 
1st, at Harmon A. Smith Field in Agawam at 7:00 p.m. 
The Brownies will be looking to even things up at 4-4 
against the Panthers, who have struggled so far this 
season.

than last year. High school volleyball is a constant 
rebuilding process every season.

That’s ironic strategy for first-year Agawam High 
girls’ field hockey Coach Christine Mazeika to employ, 
as her sixth-seeded Brownies prepare for their third 
meeting of the season against third-seeded Westfield 
High (12-3-2) in the quarterfinals of the Western 
Mass. Division I Tournament. 

Mazeika's 7-5-2 Brownies, slated to face the 
Bombers up in Westfield on Thursday afternoon 
(October 31st), hope their Halloween match-up is 
more treats than tricks.

Scholar-athlete Brittany Theriaque “serves” AHS well 


In the wake of the Western Mass, girls’ volleyball 
tournament, Agawam High senior captain Brittany 
Theriaque remains vigilant about the team’s chances 
in 2002 after last year's breakthrough season, where 
the Brownies went all the way to the semi-finals 
before bowing to top-seeded Minnechaug Regional. 

"We are waiting for our seeding and then we go 
from there,” said Brittany of the 11-7 Brownies. “I think 
we have the ability to at least return to the semi-finals, 
depending on how the seedings fall. But we will play 
whoever is in front of us and do our best.” 

Brittany, 17 (her 18th birthday is next July 15th), is 
one busy gal at AHS. She is definitely one of the 
school’s scholar-athletes (class rank - fourth) who is 
totally involved with the school's Music Department. 

Her courses this fall include AP physics, advanced 
math (honors), jazz band (honors), English 12, 
Spanish 5, and gym. Her favorite course is AP 
European history (“I like studying about World War I 
and II," she said), and retired yearbook advisor David 
Pulaski and social studies teacher Wayne Morse are 
her two best faculty members. 

Croutons - those hard things on top of salads - are 
Brittany’s favorite food, and Valenti’s Restaurant (she 
loves the pizza there) is the local eatery she likes the 
most. “CSI” (the first one) is Brittany’s most-watched 
show on TV, and she listed three big screeners - “Toy 
Story,” “The Shawshank Redemption," and 
“Memento” - as her best flicks to date. 

A yellow 2002 Mazda Spider would be Brittany’s 
ride. As a musician, Brittany’s taste in tunes run from 
punk and Ska (horns) to jazz, and the bands Real Big 
Fish and Save Ferris are the two she listens to most 
often. Her clothes run very casual. 

U.S. soccer star Mia Hamm is Brittany’s top athlete, 
and the team she roots for is the New York football 
Giants. 

Besides her high academic achievements (National 
Honor Society), Brittany is a member of the school’s 
American Intercultural Programs (AFS) Club, Peer 
Mediation, indoor percussion program, and “Relay for 
Life." 

She has been a staple in the school’s Music 
Department all four years. She is currently president 
of the band, and is a drum majorette (captain) for the 
award-winning Marching Mohawks. She plays the sax 
in both the jazz and concert bands, saying she espe¬ 
cially enjoys the jazz band because “I can interpret the 
music any way I want. You can’t do that with the con¬ 
cert band.” Brittany has played the sax for eight years.

Performing with the Marching Mohawks, according 
to her, consumes huge chunks of her time. Besides 
playing at all home football games (like this Friday 
night at Harmon Smith Field), the Mohawks practice in 
the evening twice a week for three hours and then on 
Saturday mornings before departing for their weekly 
competition. 

For example, on Saturday, November 2nd, the 
Mohawks will travel to Bridgeport, Connecticut for a 
25-team competition under the auspices of the 
USSBA, and then return to Bridgeport for the champi¬ 
onships the next week. “To get our routines down, we 
must practice and practice some more. What people 
see us do at halftime of our home football games is 
only a portion of what we do at the competitions,” 
Brittany noted. “We usually don’t get home from the 
competitions until after midnight." 

Since reaching the varsity volleyball team midway 
through her sophomore season (called up from the 
junior varsity), Brittany’s powerful serve and hitting 
skills have served the team well. Coach Pat Demers 
gave her captain’s status as a junior to go with two of 


last year’s outstanding All-Scholastic First Team sen¬ 
ior captains in Erinn Corbin and Amanda Brown. 

“I like I have something like 95 percent accuracy 
when serving, and that’s pretty good,” Brittany noted. 

As for this year’s team, Brittany believes the 2002 
Brownies (with eight seniors) is a better all-around 
outfit. “I think our team unity was better last year, but 
we still can play together as a team.” 

She pointed to the recent “Senior Night” sweep 
over arch-rival West Springfield as an example of how 
strong the Brownies can perform when playing as 
one. “We played so awesome against West Side. That 
was one of the highlights of the season, and I really 
thought we gave Minnechaug (top-seeded and unde¬ 
feated) plenty of trouble in our last game of the regu¬ 
lar season (close, straight set loss).” 

Over the summer, she used road work and weekly 
captain’s practices as methods to stay in shape and to 
keep the team focused on the fall season. She told us 
that she became interested in playing volleyball as an 
eighth-grader when watching her older brother (Brad) 
play for the boys’ team. “I went to a lot of his games 
and it sucked me right in," she laughed. 

After taking a hiatus from the girls' swim team as a 
junior (she swam as a freshman and sophomore), 
Brittany plans on returning to the waters for the 2002- 
2003 winter season. Her events in the past have 
included the 100-meter backstroke and 200-meter 
individual medley. 

Brittany’s most memorable moment as an athlete 
at AHS was being part of a bit of school history when 
the 2001-2002 girls’ volleyball team qualified for the 
tournament for the very first time. 

She is seeking a full-tuition scholarship next year 
based on her academic achievements, and Hartwick 
College in upper state New York tops her list. “I have 
spoken to the volleyball coach there, and I think that’s 
where I would like to go to study and play volleyball.” 

A business major with a minor in music seems to 
be the path she will take, explaining, “I would like to 
open my own recording studio someday. I will need a 
business background to run a business, and my 
music background will certainly be needed, too.” 

Her mother is Brenda (Devine-Theriaque, daughter 
of the famous and retired Advertiser News photogra¬ 
pher Jack Devine). Her mother was quite an athlete 
back in the early 1970s at AHS as well (1974 grad). 
Her father is Bruce, a graduate of West Side High.

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Jeremy Malanson steps up huge for Agawam High golf team 


Going into the 2002 schoolboy golf season, 
Agawam High senior co-captain Jeremy Malanson 
was firm in his convictions about qualifying for the 
State individuals by carding a better round at the 
Western Mass. Golf Championships. 

Jeremy missed the state cut during his first three 
years on the golf team. Last year, it was just by a sin¬ 
gle stroke. 

But c’mon, Jeremy. Was firing a round of 72 and 
placing in a three-way tie for second place at Western 
Mass, really part of your scheme? 

“It was really a day I will never forget. But I knew it 
was going to be a special day for me right after the 
first hole,” Jeremy told us. He launched his tee shot 
five inches from the cut and began the day with a 
birdie. 

The 17 year-old, with his 18th birthday right around 
the comer on November 10th, has a full academic 
plate. His courses include physics (honors), Spanish 
4 (honors), honors accounting for college credit, busi¬ 
ness law, sociology, and English 12. 

His best teacher is Linda Sasso, and he expressed 
a keen interest in U.S. history. 

Jeremy’s favorite color is red. Pasta, fixed a variety 
of ways, is Jeremy’s favorite meal. The Olive Garden 
restaurant in Enfield is his place for good chow. 

A Porche 911 Turbo would suit him nicely. “I am in 
the process of buying a car right now, but it won’t be a 
Porche 911, that’s for sure,” he laughed. 

“Seinfeld” is what he likes on the little screen. And, 
going with his earlier statement of liking U.S. history, 
“Saving Private Ryan" is Jeremy's big-screen favorite. 
“I have always liked war movies and movies about 
military history. This was one of the best,” he noted. 

His clothes run casual - jeans and t-shirts. “My 
mom buys my clothes and picks them out for me,” he 
said. Jeremy’s hangs out at the home of his buddy, 
Ryan Lynch. 

Former Boston Bruins goalie Andy Moog has 
always been the athlete whom Jeremy admires the 
most. “I always liked his goalie mask as a kid,” he 
said. The Boston Red Sox continue to be Jeremy’s 
favorite team. 

For the past two falls, Jeremy has assumed the 
number four role for the golf team. He lamented about 
missing the State Individuals in 2001 by shooting a 78 
at Western Mass., and promised himself things would 
turn his way as a senior the following year. 

Did it ever for both he and the Brownies. 

The schoolboy linksters finished 17-3 on the sea¬ 
son, winning the Valley Wheel title over Longmeadow. 
At Western Mass., he led the Brownies to third in team 
standings. Then, on a difficult day for any golfer this 
past Monday (October 28th) in cold and windy 
Wilbraham, AHS ended the season as the fourth-best 
team in the state. 

“Yeah, this year was definitely the best for our team 
in my four years here. I think we finished 10th in the 
state last year. For the most part, the kids on the team 
came to play every day. We were pretty solid from 
number one through number six. There was a lot of 
enthusiasm out there,” Jeremy related. 

Jeremy noted the team ripped off 10 straight wins 
before going 7-3 in the second half of the season. He 
was especially proud of the way the team maintained

its poise and focus in the final regular-season match 
vs. East Longmeadow, the day after the Western 
Mass. Championships. 

“We barely beat them (ELM, 9-1/2 to 8-1/2), and we 
needed it to win the Valley Wheel title. As I said 
before, this team was the best one I've ever been on 
at Agawam High.” 

Explaining his remarkable round of 72 at the 
Western Mass. Championships (at Ludlow Country 
Club), Jeremy said remaining calm and composed 
throughout the day keyed his low score. 

“I was mentally prepared for Western Mass, this 
year. I knew it might be my last round of golf in high 
school. After the first hole, I knew this was going to be 
a special day for me. I got more and more confident 
with each hole, and things just fell into place for me,” 
Jeremy said. 

Besides his putting, Jeremy says keeping his cool 
on the course are his two strengths. “I usually keep to 
myself. I am not a very emotional golfer. It’s better to 
stay cool and not try to get worked up out there. Once 
a hole is completed, it’s better to get on with the next 
one.” 

His best round ever was a 70 at Oak Ridge Golf 
Club in Feeding Hills. “But that was a practice round 
done for leisure. There was no pressure at all,” he 
said. 

According to him, he didn't overplay during the 
summer and tried to concentrate on improving his 
irons. “I played three times a week (Oak Ridge, 
Chicopee Country Club, Crestview in Agawam, and 
Agawam Municipal), and I would go to Longhi's 
Driving Range (in Southwick) with my father and work 
on my game. I felt my confidence improved a lot going 
into this season.” 

After all this chatter about golf, Jeremy says his 
favorite sport is the one he’s played since being a lit¬ 
tle kid - hockey. He played for the Brownies’ varsity as 
a freshman, took his sophomore year off, and 
returned to the team for the 2001-2002 campaign to 


assist in the team's three-game run to the Western 
Mass, semi-finals - the best result for an AHS team 
since the 1980s. 

As the team’s left wing, he finished fourth in scor¬ 
ing. At 57”, 150 pounds, he's hardly a formidable 
physical presence out there. But he has wheels, and 
he described his style of play in this way: “I am a squir- 
rely little kid out there. I sometimes go unnoticed 
because I am not a dominating factor physically. But I 
am usually in the middle of things, and I try to find a 
way to make plays.” 

This is his take on the 2002-2003 Brownies: “We 
lost a lot of good players and teammates. We do have 
good forwards coming back, and we have some good 
younger guys, too. I think we will be just fine.” 

According to him, the transition from playing golf (a 
sport he called “quiet and gentlemanly”) to the rough- 
and-tumble action of hockey, is something he always 
finds difficult. “I didn't skate at all this fall because I 
wanted to concentrate on golf. Golf and hockey are so 
different. Golf is a peaceful game played in beautiful 
surroundings. Hockey is hockey. But it’s now time for 
hockey, and my mission now is to get ready." 

Jeremy says he will begin skating again this week 
and initiate his training regimen - running, weights, 
and exercising at home. 

“I really do love the sport (hockey). It’s so fast. With 
the season starting right after Thanksgiving, I have to 
focus on getting into great shape again.” 

His father is Leo, a 1977 AHS graduate and former 
hockey player. His mother is Frances (Gutowski), also 
a 1977 grad of the orange and brown. He looks up to 
his mother. “She is such a strong and motivated per¬ 
son. She knows what she wants and is very ambi¬ 
tious. I really admire that," he related. 

He has two older brothers, Joe, 24, and Jason, 21. 

As Jeremy considers furthering his education, he is 
looking to the left coast at San Diego State University, 
or way down south in Florida to Flagler College, to 
major in law enforcement (criminal justice). “I would 
like to go far away to college to get the full experience 
of it. If I do go to either of these places, I would like to 
try out for their golf teams.” 

If he remains closer to home, hockey could be in 
the cards, too. “I am looking at Western New England 
or maybe even UMass. If I do stay around here, I think 
I will try to play hockey," he added. 

When he leaves AHS next June, Jeremy says 
being remembered as a “guy who made friends with 
as many people as possible, stayed out of trouble, 
and who was well-rounded,” would be a good legacy 
for him.

Leading the way is senior captain Shannon 
McDyer. Her 19 goals make her the top sniper not 
only in the C Division, but in all of Western Mass. 
McDyer added three assists, giving her a total of 22 
points. This tied her for the region’s point total lead 
with Frontier Regional’s Kaeli Wickline (14/8-22). 

A look back into the school’s field hockey record 
books points to McDyer as the most prolific field hock¬ 
ey scorer ever at AHS. “Shannon certainly is marked 
very closely,” said Mazeika. “She is bumped and 
bruised, but keeps with it by continuing to get the ball 
to the goal.” 

Another senior, center-back Nicole Gutowski, adds 
to the team’s firepower. She led the C Division in 
assists with 10 to go along with four goals (14 points, 
fifth in divisional scoring). Gutowski’s 10 assists were 
second in the region to Emily Steele of Longmeadow 
(12), the tournament’s top seed. 

Mazeika moved Gutowski from the midfield to the 
backline this year to shore up the defenses.
